SAN DIEGO —As their families 
and friends, the assembled priests, 
deacons, and seminarians looked on, 
Peter John Navarra and Bruce James 
Orsborn knelt before Bishop Leo T. 
Maher June 26 at Our Mother of 
Confidence Church.

Fr. Bailey 
dead at 65 


SAN DIEGO~+Father David 
William Bailey, 65, died of a heart 
attack June 25 at Mercy Hospital. He 
had “been pastor of St. Anthony 
Church in Imperial since 1971. 


Father Bailey was born in San 
Diego on Feb. 13, 1916, and attended 
schools in Calexico.: He entered St. 
Francis Seminary in El Cajon in 1947 
and was ordained May 19, 1955, in 
St. Joseph Cathedral, where a Mass 
of Christian Burial took place June 
29. He was interred at Holy Cross 
Cemetery. 

Father Bailey made the rounds of 
his: Imperial Valley parish on a 
motorcycle, despite Bishop Leo T. 
Maher’s attempts to dissuade him. 
The priest suffered a broken leg April 
8 during a motorcycle crash, and had 
been hospitalized ever since. Doctors 
said the injury probably did not 
contribute to his death, but an 
autopsy was performed. 


55 killed at mission. 


KAMPALA, Uganda (NC)— 
Ugandan soldiers killed 55 people and 
wounded 100 when they attacked a 
Catholic mission ‘station in 
northwestern Uganda June 24. The 
mission is run by the Verona Fathers, 
an Italian missionary order. 


A Red Cross worker said the attack 
had been preceded by shooting in the 
vicinity between the troops and 
guerrillas loyal to deposed dictator Idi 
Amin. Because of the recent fighting, 
about 10,000 people had taken refuge 
in the mission, the worker added. 

Western diplomats in the capital of 
Kampala speculated that the soldiers 
had suspected the mission was 
harboring guerrillas. 


In a tradition going back to the 
apostles, the bishop placed his hands 
upon the heads of each, and by the 
sacrament of holy orders the new 
Fathers Navarra and Orsborn were 
ordained priests of the Roman 
Catholic Church for the Diocese of 
San Diego. 


ONE BY ONE the other priests . 


filed past the two new priests in 
silence, each in turn laying on his 
hands in a gesture which expressed 
the unity of the priests with each other 
and their bishop. 

And in what seemed almost like a 
reversal of roles at the end of the 
ordination Mass, Bishop Maher knelt 
before Father Navarra and Father 
Orsborn. They in turn placed their 
hands on Bishop Maher’s head, 
imparted their first priestly blessings 
and were embraced by the bishop. 

THE ORDINATIONS of both 
young men represented years of study 
and preparation on their part, and the 
efforts of the many people who 
contributed to the joy and solemnity 


of the liturgy at Our Mother of 


Confidence. 

Father Navarra, 28, was born in 
San Diego, and is the son of James 
and Maria Navarra of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Church. He attended St. 
Augustine High School and St. 
Francis Seminary, and studied his 
theology at St. Meinrad, Ind., He has 
four brothers and two sisters. 

Father Orsborn, 26, was born in La 
Mesa, and is the son of James and 
Patricia Orsborn of St. Martin parish’. 
He has three brothers and one sister, 
and studied at St. Francis Seminary 
and the North American College in 
Rome.

Bishops, women disagree 
on women’s ordination 


WASHINGTON —Representa- 
tives of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB) and of the 
Women’s Ordination Conference 
(WOG) have agreed that they 
disagree about the ordination of 
women, and concurred that the 
subject will continue to be a matter of 


First vicar for retired priests 


SAN DIEGO —For the first time 
ever, the Diocese of San Diego has a 
vicar for retired priests. He is Msgr. 


Msgr. Peter Mimnagh 


Peter J. Mimnagh, who was 
appointed to the new post by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher as of July 1. 


“‘This is a brand new position, so at 
the moment the duties are hard to 
describe,’’ said Msgr. Mimnagh, who 
is also pastor of St. Vincent de Paul 
Church in Mission Hills. ‘‘But our 
retired .priests are extremely 
important to us. They have borne the 
burdens and heat of the day, and they 
are a tremendous resource of wisdom 
and experience.”’ 


THERE ARE currently about 40 
retired priests living within our 
diocese, but 13 are from outside of 
San Diego and are supported by their 
home dioceses, explained Msgr. 
Mimnagh, who noted that his new 
duties officially extend only to our 
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public debate. 


This was one of the conclusions of 
an interim report that has been sent to 
all of the U.S. bishops, and covers 
three dialogue sessions held between 
December 1979 and last July between 
members of the women’s committee 
and the bishops. The discussions were 
planned by Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco. 


THE OFFICIAL magisterium 
(teaching authority) has ‘‘studied arid 
restated the tradition that excludes 
women from the _ ordained 
priesthood,’’ the report said. 


The report mentioned the Catholic 


Biblical Association’s view that there 


is nothing in the New Testament 
excluding women from ordained 
ministry, alleged inconsistencies 
between teaching and practice, and 
differing views on the structure of the 
Church itself. 


The bishops held to the teaching 
that Christ founded a church in which 
authority was vested in Peter and the 
Twelve, and that it is the pope and the 
bishops who are their” present 
successors, and that this struc- . 
ture is divinely derived, not the

A LIVE MINISTRY — 


Members of the Knights of Columbus ~ 


throughout North America 
contributed more than 9.2 million 
hours to community service during 
1980. They also gave more than $29 
million for charitable and benevolent 
causes. Supreme Knight Virgil C. 
Dechant noted that the results show 
“‘that the ministry of people to people 
is very much alive and we need not 
depend on government bureaucracy 
for every human need.”’ 


FAMILY NIGHTS— Monday 
evening will be ‘‘family night’’ 
according to Archbishop William 
Borders of Baltimore, who has asked 
‘parishes and religious organizations 
in the archdiocese not to schedule 
meetings or any other activities on 
that night. The archbishop urged that 
Monday be set aside as ‘‘a time of 
family gathering for prayer and for 
reflection.” He cautioned against 
making it ‘‘merely another evening to 
gather around the television set.”’ 


SOLICITING LIMITED— 
States can limit the ability of religious 
groups to solicit donations and 
distribute literature at state fairs, the 
Supreme Court ruled. Such limits are 
constitutional when a ‘“‘significant 
governmental interest’’ in the ‘‘safety 
and convenience’ of people in a 
public forum is shown, the court said. 
The ruling applied only to the state 
fair and did not address related 
questions of solicitation at airports or 
shopping centers. 

SHIRTS WITHOUT ‘JESUS’ — 
The Football (soccer) Association 
refused to let a team called Christians 
United wear the name of Jesus on 


their shirts when they play in a local 


league in Derbyshire, England. 
Christians United wanted to have the 
name ‘‘Jesus’’ on their shirts because 
‘‘Jesus Christ changed our lives and 
we want to show everyone that it was 
Jesus.”’ The Football Association 
refused because Jesus was not the 
name of the team’s sponsor and it was 
not the name of the club.

attacked by Catholic churchmen and 
conservative members of the 
government. The new law, 
considered one of the most liberal in 
Europe, permits divorce by mutual 
consent or on grounds of adultery,” 
cruelty, desertion, alcoholism, 
lengthy imprisonment of one partner, 
or failure to fulfill conjugal duties.

SUPPORT CITED— The 
Vatican supports the U.S. 
government position on El Salvador, 
despite the opposition of the U.S. 
bishops to military aid to the Central 
American nation, according to 
President Ronald Reagan’s personal 
envoy to the Vatican. William A. 
Wilson, a 66-year-old Los Angeles 
businessman who has held the unpaid 
position since February, recently 
reported to Vatican officials on the 
current role of the United States in El 
Salvador. 


‘MUCH BELOVED’— Greek 
Orthodox Patriarch Dimitrios I of 
Constantinople has praised the 
ecumenical progress made in the past 
year and prayed that dialogue 
between the Orthodox and Catholic 
churches would increase. The 
patriarch expressed his views in a 
recent message to Pope John Paul II. 
He addressed the pope as ‘‘the 
venerable bishop of Rome, our much 
beloved and esteemed older brother.’’ 


PASTORAL CONCERNS— A 
bishop from Taiwan said he believes 
pastoral concerns more than political 
considerations led to Pope John Paul 
II’s recent appointment of a new 
archbishop in China, the first such 
appointment since 1955. Bishop 
Joseph Ti-Kang of Chiayi, Taiwan, 
told the Catholic Voice, newspaper of 
the Diocese of Oakland, that the 
influence of the National Association 
of Patriotic Catholics in China is 
‘‘exaggerated beyond proportion’’ by 
the media. 


Reaching out 


If you look at a map of the world and put a 
spot wherever there’s an Oblate, the world 
has a bad case of measles. The Oblates are 
just about everywhere except Russia, China, 
and north Africa. 

The Oblates—or to be more correct, the 
Missionary Oblates of Mary Immaculate—are 
the OMIs. They are in the Diocese of San 
Diego serving parishes and they are virtually 
all over the world, some 6,000 of them. They 
live and serve in the tradition of their 
founder, Eugene de Mazenod, who said, ‘We 
must do everything in our power to spread the

These words of dedication came from a 
young nobleman at the time of the French 
Revolution who, seeing the spiritual distress 
of the people, became a priest and founded 
the OMI community in 1816. Father de 
Mazenod eventually became bishop of 
Marseilles, France, and his Oblates have since 
enlarged their ‘‘spread’’ around the world in 
bringing ‘the reign of Christ.’ 

On Mission Sunday, 1975, Pope Paul VI 
declared Eugene de Mazenod beatified, and

Will there ever be an Irish solution? 


As the starvation deaths in Northern Ireland mount up, 
the violence mounts and the influx of recruits to the IRA 
mounts. Will there ever be an answer? 


‘Not long ago, the Irish Republican Army (IRA) was not 
in favor among the average Irishman. They were 
considered terrorists and destroyers of any hope of peace. 
But the rigid stance of the government on IRA prisoners 
has so alienated the nationalist population that the IRA is 
receiving support as the best way to defend its own 
community. 

The pleas of the Irish bishops for an end to violence go 
unheeded, even though the longing. for peace is real 
enough. 

_ The division of the sides into Catholic and Protestant 
is a journalese short-hand to distinguish the two 
factions more easily. It does so happen the sides are 
Catholic and Protestant, but their continuing struggle 
is political, not religious. 

Ireland has a unique political history, spanning some 
800 years, which includes a 1921 treaty which granted a 
measure of independence to the 26 counties of southern 
Ireland—the Irish Free State. In 1949, the Irish 


government enacted a law naming the state the Republic of © 


Ireland and withdrew from the British Commonwealth. 


Scotch Presbyterians had been encouraged to settle in 
the six northern counties of Ireland, and they became a 


majority loyal to the British and were established as the | 


province of Northern Ireland. 


Less than half of the population of Northern Ireland is 
Catholic, whereas 94 percent of the Republic of Ireland is 
Catholic. 


The Republic of Ireland is not convinced of union with ~ 


the six northern counties, because the IRA not only seeks 
the union of all Ireland, but is calling for the replacement of 
‘the present government and constitution of the Republic. 
Is the situation in Ireland an unsolvable curse or can 
something be done about it? It seems almost too late. 
England holds the answer, according to those who try to 

_ come up with a cool-headed solution. 


For the 60 years of the existence of Northern Ireland, 
England has held the purse strings. The province would 
have long ago passed into history,-if it were not for the 
steady flow of a constant British subsidy. 


Irish Catholics and Protestants have gotten along well in 
the rest of Ireland, and around the world, where they live 
next door to each other. 


Never has the British government seriously 
demanded that the two factions come together. Never 
have they issued an ultimatum that the differences be 
settled or the subsidies will stop. 


The British were very successful in Zimbabwe 
(Rhodesia) with the ultimatum ‘‘Live in peace or go it 
alone.’ 


For some time, a new peace-keeping force has been 
suggested from the Common Market countries. More 
daring yet, the suggestion has been made for a non- 
Christian force from some newly-independent nation. 


Some positive, daring move is needed and needed at 
once. ‘

The involvement of the 
wives in the four-year training period 
was a stronger statement of support 
than giving public consent at the 
ordination ceremony.

As one who has read and studied 


the recent documents on the 
Eucharist I am dumbfounded but not 
altogether surprised at the attitude of 
many persons who read into these 
lines their own religious scruples. I 
fail to find any legislation whatsoever 
which speaks negatively of eucharistic 
ministers, or anyone else for that 
matter, receiving Communion under 
both forms. 


So I would suggest that- such 
people, who fail to take the Lord at 
His words — ‘‘Take and eat/Take and 
drink’’—cease from regarding any 
deviation in liturgical practice 
(however slight) as a ‘serious 
abuse.’’ This attitude certainly does 
nothing but harm and erodes the

During my seminary days, probably the least popular 
course was canon law. (I hate to admit it, but I was one of 
those ‘‘angry young men’’ who fought to have it removed 
from the curriculum.) Now, a decade later, I find myself 
the canon lawyer for the diocese. Is it just poetic justice, | 


some indication of what Melville called ‘‘divine 
perversity,’’ or is there a reason behind my ‘‘conversion’’? | 


Any time two or three gather together, law is needed. 
This need is based on the underlying value of good order. 

' When the community runs smoothly, each member has an 
opportunity to perform according to his highest potential. 


Because we are human, we tend to disagree when we get 
together in groups. Thus, another reason for law is the 
need we have to vindicate our rights and seek remedies for 
our grievances. 


The Christian community.claims more than any other 
community. The Christian community believes in and 
follows Christ. Thus, as Pope Paul VI so often reminded 
Church lawyers, the law of the Christian community must 
be a ‘‘servant law.”’ 


This servant law not only has good order and the 
vindication of rights as its purpose, but it also must bring 
about harmony and reconciliation within the community. 


Without true peace in the community, Church law is just 
legalism. With peace and harmony, Church law reflects the 
love. of the Savior Himself. 


I am grateful today to be able to view Church law from a 
*different perspective. Church lawyers are acutely conscious 
of their roles as reconcilers. Law is a part of the ministry of 
reconciliation. I am happy to be able to practice that 
ministry through the profession of law.

- A word of great power 


It is remarkable, when you think of it, what 
importance we give to words, particularly in ritual 


forms or formulas. We ‘‘pronounce’’ something and 


it then becomes a fact, effective and incontestible. 
Some things are simply not so until they have been 
said so, at least in our understanding. 


A minister or justice of the peace pronounces a 
couple man and wife and at that moment they 
become man and wife before the world. A jury 
pronounces a person guilty or not and the culpability 
or innocence of the person becomes a public fact. 


COMMITMENTS MUST BE. pro- 
nounced—divorced pronounced, reconciliations 
pronounced, forgiveness pronounced — before they 
stand before the world as valid and effective. The 
Church pronounces a person anathema and so 
effects his or her excommunication. 


The ancient Jews understood the power of the 
spoken word and in particular of the Word of God. 
“Tet there be light and there was light,’’ they wrote, 
indicating the tremendous impact of the Word of 
God on all-creation. And this understanding must 
have helped the Jewish Christians to see Christ as 
the Word of God as well as its messenger, since His 
Word is truly creative. 

In the Gospels, the prayers of Jesus recognize the 
same’ dynamic of the spoken word. ‘‘Arise and 
walk,’’ ‘‘Be healed,’’ ‘‘You are forgiven,’’ and, 


The Sunday Readings 


By Deacon James Steinberg 


July 12, 1981, Fifteenth Sunday in Ordinary 
Time. Isaiah 55:10-11; Romans 8:18-23; 
Matthew 13:1-23. 


Scripture scholars debate whether our present 
Book of Isaiah comes from the prophet himself or is 
the product, beginning with the 40th chapter, of two 
of his disciples who added to the core of the original 
work. 


Our first reading today closes the Book of 
Consolation of Israel, which some attribute to a 
second or Deutero-Isaiah, and which contains much 
of Israel’s finest Messianic hopes after the return 
from exile and restoration of God’s people from their 
sinfulness. 


THE EXILE IN BABYLON was itself seen as a 
punishment for sin. Sin is alienation from God, and 
how fitting a sentence for the people to be separated 


from the land of God’s promise for breaking His 


covenant with them. 


The return from captivity must be seen in the light 
_of conversion, a return from the alien land which 


over and over again, ‘‘Amen, amen, I say to you.”’ 


ACCORDING TO ST. JOHN, Jesus used this 
phrase 23 times in His recorded discourses. 
Matthew inserts it 27 times. Obviously it carries an 
importance beyond merely calling His listeners to 
attention. Far from being a simple wish to signify 
agreement or a kind of Hebraic ‘‘Oyez, Oyez!,’’ the 
use of ‘‘Amen” for the Jews denoted an 
authentication, a certainty. It accompanied the 
proclamation of the truth, a testimony to the truth. 


Amen is a word which commits. When Jesus uses it 
to introduce His teaching it underlines its truth and 
emphasizes that it is, in fact, the Word of God. So 
when we use the word to conclude our prayer or in 


“the acclamation of the Mass, we are uniting 


ourselves with Christ, and acknowledging the truth 
and power of our prayer through Him. 


Amen can also be interpreted as a word of | 


command which brings into effect the aim of the 
prayer in the sense of ‘‘let it be done.’”’ Then, when 
prayer is uttered in the name of Jesus Christ, our 
‘“‘Amen’’ goes forth with all the authority and 
efficacy of Jesus Himself. 

IN THE RESPONSE to the doxology in the 
Mass, the Great Amen is not merely a pious 
afformation that glory and honor is due to the Father 
through Christ and in unity with the Holy Spirit, but 
is intended to be a profound ‘and enthusiastic 


knows nothing of God. And just as rain and snow 
water the earth and make it fertile, so too will the 
word of God produce a rich return in the heart that 
is open to receive it. 


Like St. John, St. Paul writes from the standpoint 


of a theological synthesis. In his other letters, Paul » 


speaks of a Cosmic Christ, and in our second 
reading from the Letter to the Romans, we catch a 
glimpse. of another great Pauline theme, the 
universality of our redemption in Jesus, a true 
Cosmic redemption which will involve more than 
just our earthly bodies on the day of. the 
resurrection. 

BUT FIRST WE ARE caught up in the 
sufferings of this world, which have a redemptive 
value when we ally ourselves to the Cross. We are 
saved through our suffering, and not simply in spite of 
them. But having shared with Jesus in His cross, we 
are entitled to share also in His glory. 

‘We are not ‘‘groaning”’ in isolation in this world’s 
hardships, but are caught up in the whole of creation 
which is waiting to be redeemed on the last day. 
Jesus is the incarnate Word through which the 


statement of commitment. Pronouncing it, we 
commit ourselves, our lives, our world to the greater 
glory of God—at least, that is the intention. 


Amen is a‘power-charged word capable of bringing 
about change and tying us ever more closely to 
Christ. Father Xavier Leon Dufour says that ‘ifa 
marrcommits himself before God it is because he has 


- confidence in His Word and entrusts himself to the 


power and goodness of that Word. His prayer is sure 


“of being heard. ‘Amen’ is then a. liturgical 


acclamation.”’ 
Isaiah gives the name ‘‘God-Amen’’ to his God of 


truth and theologians speak sometimes of Christ as 
the ‘‘Amen of God,”’’ the personification of the truth 
of God. If our ‘‘Amen’’ is so powerful and validifies 
what has been said or prayed, we might be wise to 
take a little time to reflect on what we are doing 
before we voice it. 

IF IT IS A WORD which commits, it seems only 
reasonable to be aware of what we are commiting 
ourselves to — and how fervently —or we might find 
ourselves like the groom who tried to undo his 
marriage by claiming that he only said “‘I do’”’ 
because the occasion seemed to call for it! 

Even the simple sign of the cross, which we so 
often make absent-mindedly, takes on a different 
character when we recognize its ‘“‘Amen’’ as a 
binding power. Obviously, of all words, this is one 
not to be taken lightly! 
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To respond in grace 


universe was created —and is now sustained — and 
He is also the principle by which all will be returned 
to the Father. 


Our reading from St. Matthew picks up Isaiah’s 
theme of God’s word as seed which when sown reaps 
a great reward; but this time we hear it in the 
context of the parable of the sower, who scatters 
grain and gets an uneven harvest, depending on 
where the seed has fallen. } 


THIS PARABLE IS really a parable of soz/s, ahd 
we are the good soil and the bad soil, the rocks ahd 
the thorns upon which God’s word lands. How well 


“we respond to God depends upon how well we 


receive and nurture that seed, which is so fragile, yet 


which yields such a bountiful harvest when preperly 


cared for. 1-4 
The soil is really our hearts, and the fate of God’s 
word in each one of us is never certain. God’s.word 
is not passive, but challenges us to respond in ‘grace 
to what has been said. The parable itself is a 
challenge, uttered in fulfillment of Isaiah’s prophecy 
that hearing, we shall not understand. 
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LOS ANGELES (NC)— The Los 
Angeles Catholic Worker community 
raised $100,000 in one week to secure 
a bond required to uphold a court 
order preventing county supervisors 
from denying non-emergency health 
care for illegal aliens. 


The bond was imposed by Superior 
Court Judge Richard Schauer to 
insure the. county against losses 
should the supervisors be found 
justified in terminating the non- 
emergency care to non-citizens. A suit 
is pending. 

LAST MARCH 17 the Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors 
adopted a policy requiring 
undocumented persons (illegal aliens) 
seeking non-emergency health care at 
county facilities to fill out Medi-Cal 
(state health program) forms, 
including one that would be 
forwarded to the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. 


Opponents of the policy, including 
many physicians, said the measure 
would effectively discourage the 
undocumented from seeking health 
care, would cause contagious diseases 
to go unreported, would pose a health 
hazard to the community and clearly 
violate the ethics of doctors by putting 
them in the position of refusing to care 
for patients. ; 


On May 29 opponents of the- 
supervisors’ policy obtained a 
temporary court_order preventing the 
county from carrying out its policy 
until a civil suit can be heard. 

JUDGE SCHAUER required 
posting of the $100,000 bond to insure 
the county against losses should the 
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SUPELViSOrS Wilt: Hee Hee we aera 
The Catholic Worker community 
in Los Angeles had offered to put up 
all its assets as security for the bond, 
but the bonding company refused to 
accept its soup kitchen, clinic, and 
housés as assets because it judged the 
court would not want to foreclose on 
the Catholic Workers if the 


supervisors won the suit. 


Jeff Dietrich, spokesman for the 
Catholic Worker, said $50,000 
toward the. bond was secured by 
properties put up by five doctors who 
are volunteers at the Worker Free 
Clinic on skid row. ; 


THE REMAINING amount, 
Dietrich said, had been provided 
mainly by three communities of nuns: 
the Sisters of Social Service, Sisters of

‘Retired priests should .never be 
counted out of anything and should 
still be part of the spiritual, social and 
clerical community,’ said Msgr.

RETIREMENT can be difficult 
for some priests, noted Msgr. 
Mimnagh. ‘‘The priest is very much a

As it stands now, a priest may retire 
at 65 with the permission of his bishop 
and for a valid reason, said Msgr.

‘Pope Paul VI insisted that priests 
who are still active and productive 
should not be forced into retirement 
at any age,’ said Msgr. Mimnagh.

Natural family planning studies at Vatican

VATICAN CITY (NC)— One of the goals of the 
new John Paul II Institute for Studies on Marriage 
and the Family in Rome will be to study in depth the 
theoretical and practical aspects of natural family 
planning, said the institute’s Presiden Msgr. Carlo 
Caffarra. 


Pope John Paul II, who established the new 

_ institute May 13, also personally prepared part of its 

program of studies, said Msgr. Franco Biffi, rector 

of Rome’s Pontifical Lateran University where the 
institute has been formed. 


MSGR. CAFFARRA, until now professor of 
moral theology on the University of Milan (Italy) 
theological faculty, is a member of the papally 
chosen International Theological Commission and 
was an expert for the 1980 world Synod of Bishops 
on the family. a 


The institute will offer courses in three fields of 
specialization: the philosophical-theological aspects 
_ of marriage and family life, the human sciences, and 
_ the pastoral aspects of marriage and family life, said 

Msgr. Caffarra. 
He said he was not free to release names of any of 
the teachers yet because the’ process of appointing 
them was not officially completed, but they would 
include priests and laity, men and women, including 

_ married persons. 


ASKED IF THE STUDENT body would consist 
entirely or mainly of priests, Msgr. Biffi shot back 
with a smile, ‘‘The first person to enroll was a young 
lay woman from Switzerland.”’ 


Pope John Paul planned to announce the 
foundation of the new institute personally at the end 
of his weekly general audience May 13, but he was 
wounded and hospitalized by a would-be assassin at 


_~ the beginning of the audience. Subsequently the 


Vatican released the prepared text of his 


announcement. 

Msgr. Caffarra said that the basic goals of the 
institute are scientific and pastoral. One of its most 
important tasks, he said, will be to provide ethical 
reflection on marriage and family life. 

IN THAT AREA, he added, “‘in particular the 
institute proposes to deepen even more, both from 


the theoretical and practical points of view, the study 


of natural methods for ethically~ responsible 
procreation, in full fidelity to Humanae Vitae and the 
teaching of John Paul II.”’ 


Humanae’ Vitae (Of Human Life) is the 1968 
encyclical by Pope Paul XXIII which reaffirmed 


Church. teaching condemning the use of artificial~ 


means of contraception. 


Speaking »of that teaching and the principles 
behind it, Msgr. Caffarra said, ‘‘this is a point of 
particular importance for the construction of a 
humanism, a culture in which the person is fully and 
entirely respected in his or her truth and dignity.’’ 


THE INSTITUTE, which begins its first 
academic year Oct. 15, is open to students who meet 
its academic prerequisites. 


Its basic two-year course leads to a diploma or a 
licentiate in theology. It is also open on a full- or 
part-time basis to students who are not going for a 
degree. A program for a doctoral degree is to be 
added later. ©

Canadian, and was born in Quebec 
City. He spent 17 years in the South 
American missions before joining his 
Eudist confreres in San Diego three 
years ago; for. much of that time he 
was the rector of the major seminary 
in Caracas, Venezuela, which serves 
22 dioceses, the only foreigner to do so 
in its 350- year history. 


Fluent in Spanish, he has devoted 
himself to the Spanish-speaking in the 
North County. He has kept to an 
exhausting weekend schedule of 
Masses, weddings, baptisms and 
catechetical instruction in’ San 
Marcos, Oceanside, and at St. Leo’s, 
but he has finally settled down at the 
little mission and established it as 
an ongoing church which serves 
Spanish- and English-speaking, rich 
and poor, alike. 

ALTHOUGH HE doesn’t like to 
think in terms of bricks and mortar 
when it comes to a church, Father 
Boutet has had to spend a lot of time 
and energy, with help from Msgr. 
Spain, in completely refurbishing the 
church building and grounds. 


He is especially proud of picnic and 
play areas which are now available for 
families and children to use 
throughout the week, and his own 
comfort has -been only an 
afterthought: Father Boutet’s living 
quarters are very small, very 
crowded, and double as office space. 

The cross is at the heart of Father 
Boutet’s prayer life, and he is 
especially proud of an outdoor 
crucifixion scene which forms a 
Calvary chapel on the grounds and 


which has been restored after some 


years of neglect when no one was 
assigned to the mission on a 
permanent basis. 


‘*THERE WAS only a cross when 
I came here, and the roof was almost 
completely missing,’’ ‘said Father 
Boutet. ““But if you look close the 
Dolorossa is really the Immaculate 
Conception and St. Joseph is a Sacred 
Heart statue which we painted over.”’ 


There is one piece of art at St. 
Leo’s Mission which was not 
improvised, and that is a centuries- 
old crucifix from Mexico which now 
hangs behind the altar of the 
completely renovated church. The 
crucifix was the gift of a non-Catholic 
in memory of Tony Gonzalez, a long- 
time parishioner who operated 
Tony’s Jacal, a» Mexican resturant 
two blocks from St. Leo’s. 


‘“*TWO DAYS before Christmas a 
man was sitting in the back of the 
church and said, ‘I have something 
for you.’ It turned out to be our 
beautiful. crucifix,’’ said Father 
Boutet. ‘‘And Tony’s wife .Catalina 


still runs the restaurant along with the 
family, who have lived here and gone 


‘to church here for years.”’ 


St. Leo’s Mission has been largely 
renovated through contributions, 
both from the people who go there 
and by Msgr. Spain, who has given 
the little church the altar and seating 
from the old St. James Church now 
that the new one has been finished, as 
well as all the other support needed to 
make it a viable operation once more. ' 


But in spite of all the physical labor 
that has gone into. revitalizing St. 
Leo’s Mission, it is the efforts of 
Father Boutet to bring his 
parishioners into a community with a 
sense of identity and purpose that 
accounts for the spirit that many 
people find there. 


“IT IS IMPORTANT that I 
know the people and they know me, 
especially the young people, and not 
just when they come to Mass,”’ said 
Father Boutet. ‘‘A church is not made 
only with bricks, but with people. We 
have enough material things for the © 
moment, and now I am free to spend 
more time with the old, the sick, the 
children. . 


Father Been is both a prose anda 
man who gets things done. You can 
sense that in his cramped living 
quarters, which he shares equally 
with his books and the many tools and 
other items needed to rebuild St. 
Leo*s Mission. 


And Father Boutet can sense the 
work that has been done on Sundays 
after Mass, when, as he says in his 
French accent, ‘‘You see Mexicans 
and Americans drinking coffee — 
together. Maybe a, little more each 
time.’

WASHINGTON (NC)— Jesuit 
Father Robert F. Drinan, newly 
elected president of Americans for 
Democratic Action (ADA), who gave 
up his seat in Congress last year 
under orders from Pope John Paul II,

FATHER DRINAN contended 
that the Reagan program will not 


diminish inflation because it doesn’t _ 


cut government spending but only 
‘‘transfers money from the poor to the. 
Pentagon.”’ 


The 60-year-old Jesuit, who served 
as a Democratic member of the 
House of Representatives for five 
years, will continue to be a professor 
of law at Georgetown University 
while holding the unpaid ADA 
presidency. 


In May 1980 Father Drinan’s 
Jesuit superiors denied him 
permission to seek re-election in the 
fall. After issuing the directive to 
Father Drinan, Father Pedro Arrupe, 
superior general of the Society of 
Jesus in Rome, said it reflected “‘the 
express wish’’ of the pope. U.S. 
Church officials said at the time that 
the order was not a new decision by 
the pope but a reaffirmation of 
existing Church discipline, to which 
Father Drinan had been an exception. 


ALTHOUGH ADA IS closely 
associated with the liberal wing of the 
Democratic Party, Father Drinan said 
his new office was not a violation of 
the pope’s directive that priests not 
participate in partisan politics. ‘“The 
ADA is not a partisan organization,”’ 
he said. ‘‘It is not affiliated with any 
party.” 

_ While in Congress, the priest 
voted to continue public funding for 
abortions.

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Grassroots church slowly 
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emerging in this country 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas (NC)— 
The grassroots church, in the form of 
‘basic. ecclesial communities’’ 
(BEC), is slowly emerging in the 
United States, according to 
participants in a study week at the 
Mexican American Cultural Center 
in San Antonio. 


Isabel Ramos, a speaker at the 
study week who was forced to leave 
ecclesial 


her work with basic

communities in her native El 
Salvador, became involved in the 
forming of two new communities in 
San Francisco. She now works as 
assistant coordinator of eight 
communities in the San Francisco 
archdiocese. 


BASIC ECCLESIAL commu- 
nities, also called basic Christian 
communities, are seen by their 
advocates as a new model for the 
Church, which has been supported by 
the Latin American bishops and by 


Pope Paul VI in his apostolic 
exhortation Evangelii Nuntiandt. 
Ms. Ramos said she finds a 


number of differences between Latin 
American communities and those 
emerging in the United States. 


‘‘Here the people move so much 
slower in developing BECs because 
injustices against the poor 
(insufficient wages, poor housing, 
inadequate health care) are covered 
over with paint. If you have a 
problem, you can write to your 
senator,’’ she said. ? 


IN EL SALVADOR, there is no 
one to write to, no public access to 
television, radio, newspapers, Ms. 
Ramos said. Traditionally, she said, 
it has been out of oppression that 
basic ecclesial communities have 
prospered, those relatively small basic 
communities of Catholics, integrated 
for secular and religious life, that act 


- to meet needs in all spheres—econ- 


omic, political, cultural, and 


' religious —in the light of the Gospel 


message. 


Yet in the United States the 
communities are also growing, she 
said. 

“When we discover what Jesus 
says to us in the Gospels, to know 
your brother and sister, as we see 
Jesus calling us to integrated, inter- 
personal relationships with other 
Christians, then slowly, little by little, 


BECs are beginning to evolve here,”’ 


Ms. Ramos said. 


THE STUDY WEEK was led by 
Brazilian Father Jose Marins, who 
called basic ecclesial communities an 
important pastoral option to renew 
the Church from the grassroots level 
through small communities of 15-40 


adults with their families, united to 
the pastors in solidarity with other 
communities of the area, the diocese, 
and the universal Church. 

‘In the Church...we are well- 
organized, have built many churches, 
but sometimes without necessarily 


forming the community of the 
believers,’’ according to Father 
Marins. 


_‘*Many times...in each parish, 
ther are thousands of Christians who 
do not know each other and maintain 
no type of relationship with one 
another. With such a lifestyle, it 
becomes impossible to visualize a 
human community as an intelligible, 
tangible sign of fraternal love,” he 
added. 


THE BASIC ecclesial community 
is not another movement, another 
discussion group, prayer group, or 
service club, although these groups 
can very well develop into a BEC, 
Father Marins said. ‘‘The BEC is not 
a specialized group that exists for the 
execution of some concrete activities. 
It exists to be Church,”’ he continued. 


Founded first in Latin America in 
the 1950s, BECs sprang up rapidly in 
the Third World but not in First 
World countries such as the United 
States. 


‘‘In the United States we’re so 
sucked in by the system of the present 
Church structure, we’re not. even 
aware of other ways for church to 
happen,’’ said Hector Rodriguez, a 
member of the Santa Fe, N.M.,

Many vocations, 
Serrans are told

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NC)— ‘‘There is not one 


vocation but many.’’ That theme was the common 
thread weaving together the activities of the 39th 
annual Serra International convention June 29-July 
2 in Louisville, Ky. 


‘We have a trinity of vocations — priests, vowed 
Religious, and baptized Christian,’’ said Nicholas 
A. Spinella of Richmond, Va., new president of 
Serra, to some 1,400 delegates from 14 countries. 
‘“‘Together we make up the Church, Christ’s 
mystical body on earth. Each responds individually 
to God’s call to service,’’ Spinella said. 


‘WE ARE CALLED and gifted by the spirit: 
each with different gifts and talents. We share 
Christ’s earthly ministry, working cooperatively 
through the free and faithful exercise of gifts and 
growing in holiness.’’ 

In a keynote address, Father Richard McBrien, 
iB chairman of the theology department at the 
C _ University of Notre Dame, said there are a variety of 
ministries in the Church today. He described them 
as ordained and non-ordained and _ priests, 
Religious, and lay people. The lay ministry is not a 
Ill second-class ministry but an integral part of the 
Church’s mission, he said.

A 
common element of such communities is that they 
““have a strong notion of what they think the 
“priesthood and religious life are,’’ Hitchcock said. 

In a homily at a Mass opening the convention, 
Archbishop Thomas J. McDonough of Louisville 
said that ‘‘God will always provide priests.”’ 


ALTHOUGH THE NUMBER of priests has 
declined, ‘‘God will never abandon us. He will test 
us, He will try us,’’ said the archbishop. ‘“But to 
doubt the continuation of the priesthood itself is to 
doubt the priesthood of Christ,’’ he added. 


Sister Charlene Wedelich, superior general of the 
Sisters of the Divine Providence, said the Church is 
calling all of its members to proclaim the Gospel. 
The difference between the laity and Religious is a 
matter of available time, she said. 


‘Religious are called to be full-time in the service 
of God and His people, called to be available and 
answer needs that — else can meet, called to live 
radically Gospel values,’’ Sister Wedelich said. 


IN A TALK ON marriage, Jesuit Father John 
Powell of Chicago, who has a weekly television 
program called American Catholic, told the convention 
participants that it is ‘‘important to see love 
correctly to understand marriage.”’ 


“It is important that we don’t see love as a 
feeling. If love were a feeling, we would be like a 
human yo-yo, going up and down. Feelings come 
and go,’’ he added. ‘‘We need to see love as a gift’’ 
and as a ‘‘life commitment,’’ Father Powell said. 
‘‘Love works for those who work at it. Marriage is a 
do-it-yourself kit. You have to work at it.”’

St. Teresa still an influence

AVILA, Spain (NC)— Spaniards are resur- 
recting the thoughts and spirit of St. Teresa of Avila, 
the Carmelite reformer and mystic, by applying her 
message to contemporary life and problems as the 
country prepares to commemorate the 400th 
anniversary of her death. 

The commemoration of St. Teresa “‘must prompt 
us to blow the dust off our faith and share her 
experience of God,’’ wrote Cardinal Vicente 
Enrique Tarancon of Madrid, head of the 
committee in charge of the commemorative cele- 
brations to begin in October. 

‘‘WE SPANIARDS are somehow sad because of 
society’s abrupt changes and of tensions in the 


- Church. It looks as if we. almost lost the joy of our 


faith,’’ he said. 

Archbishop Elias Yanes of Zaragoza adds that 
‘‘we still hold very much alive the work and life of 
St. Teresa.’’ : 

The archbishop mentioned her writings, the 
Carmelite convents which continue in her spiritual 
style, and the documents about her daily deeds and 
spiritual experiences. 

ST. TERESA DIED October 4, 1582, at Alba de 
Tormes near Salamanca, after reforming the 
Carmelites by tightening their rules of simplicity and 
poverty. She named the convents she established 
**Discalced.’’ 

‘‘We stress her spirit of poverty and her desire to 
share the food from her table,’’ said a bulletin 


_ outlining the year-long observance. “There is in this 


consumer society of ours a great spiritual thirst; the 
centennial seeks to help the people, so dominated by 
technology, to awaken to the religious and 


contemplative dimension. of their own hearts.”’

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Fr. Schillebeeckx’s 
orthodoxy gets OK 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— The Vatican’s 
doctrinal congregation June 25 officially released its 
decisions on the orthodoxy of the teachings of Father 
Edward Schillebeeckx, a Dominican theologian. 


The findings, contained in a letter sent to the 
priest last November and already made public by 
him, essentially cleared him of questions about his 
orthodoxy which had been the subject of a meeting 
between Father Schillebeeckx and a doctrinal 
congregation commission in December 1979. 


BUT THE LETTER also asked him to publish 
‘the clarifications he had made to the congregation’s 
commission and it raised questions about other 
points in his teachings which were not directly 
discussed in the meeting. : 

The doctrinal congregation said in releasing the 
letter that it did so in accordance with its established . 
procedures for such investigations and in view of the 
wide publicity that had been given to the case. 


Last January Father Schillebeeckx released the 
contents of the letter to the press, and the results 
were widely reported at the time. 


AT THAT TIME Father Schillebeeckx also told 
reporters that he intended to publish the clar- 
ifications of his teachings which the congregation 
had requested and respond to the new points it 
raised. 


The theologian’s difficulties with the doctrinal 
congregation stemmed mainly from what the 
congregation viewed as ambiguities in his views on 
Christ’s divinity, the virgin birth, the resurrection, 
and related questions. an is 

Father Schillebeeckx teaches theology at the , 
University of Nijmegen in the Netherlands. 


Papal attack victim recovers 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (NC)— Mrs. Ann Odre, who 
was shot in the attack on Pope John Paul II May 13 
in Rome, may be released from Buffalo General 
Hospital by mid-July. 


Mrs. Odre, who underwent surgery twice in 
Rome and then again in Buffalo, was responding 
well to treatment and her physicians were pleased 
with her progress. 


She has been hospitalized in Buffalo since June 5, 
the date she returned to the United States from 
Rome. While in Rome after the shooting, she visited 
the pope at the Vatican, before he, too, returned to a 
Rome hospital for further treatment.

Roman Observer is 120

VATICAN CITY (NC)— L’Osser- 


vatore Romano, the Vatican newspaper, 
marked its 120th anniversary with 
little fanfare July 1. 


The front-page of the newspaper’s 
36,732nd edition carried a_ six- 
paragraph editorial, signed by Editor- 
in-Chief Valerio Volpini, noting the 
anniversary. The editorial was also 
read in full on Vatican Radio.

of our being Catholic,’’ Volpini said:

L’Osservatore Romano (the Roman 
Observer) is published six days a week 
in Italian. Weekly editions in French, 
English, Spanish, German, and 
Portuguese and a monthly edition in 
Polish are also published. 


THE NEWSPAPER IS the main 
publication of record for the Vatican. 
It publishes the official text of papal 
speeches and official announcements. 
Its editorials and main articles are

Court says he defamed pope 


ROME (NC)— American author 
Robert Katz was convicted for the 
second time July 2 of defaming the 
late Pope Pius XII in his book, Death 
in Rome. 


The Third Court of Appeals in 
Rome ruled after a month-long trial 
that Katz had defamed Pope Pius by 
claiming that the pope refrained from 
trying to stop a Nazi reprisal massacre 
of 335 Italians in March 1944. 


THE COURT reinstated a penalty 


of 13 months in jai! and a 400,000-lire ~ 


(about $375) fine which had been 
overturned by another appeals court 
in 1978. : 


Katz’s attorneys said they would 
appeal to the Italian Court of 
Cassation (supreme court). 


The case was brought by Contessa
